PARKING. TRAFFIC. SEWAGE PLANT 
LAND TRANSFER OCCUPY COUNCIL 
Many amendments to the parking 
and traffic control ordinances # of 
Warren were passed by council Mon­ 
day night in an effort to provide more 
parking and to ease the congestion on 
busy streets. Council also took an­ 
other step toward the sewage plant 
construction by conveying the sew­ 
age plant site and pumping station 
land to the W'arren Bo rough Sanitary 
Authority. Plans for the plant also 
were transferred. 
Seven meters that allow only twelve 
minutes of parking will be installed 
along the north side of Pennsyl­ 
vania ave., between Liberty and 
Second. In this area there also will 
be a seventy-foot bus stop. 
Across the street from this area 
will be a forty-foot bus stop starting 
twenty-five feet from the Liberty and 
Pennsylvania 
a ve . 
intersection. 
Then will come a row of diagonal 
parking places which will end at a 
forty foot unloading zone which be­ 
gins at the Keystone garage drive­ 
way. West of that to Hickory street 
the diagonal parking places now' 
being used will be changed to paral­ 
lel parking. 
Tile speed limit on Madison ave. 
which now is 25 miles per hour as 
far as Grant will be changed to in­ 
clude Marion st. The load limit on 
Third ave. will be five tons from 
Pennsylvania ave. to Market to dis­ 
courage heavy trucking. 
Water st. will be one-way east­ 
ward as far as East st. from Mar­ 
ket. The remaining block to Penn­ 
sylvania ave. will be two-way to 
allow traffic to get off the avenue 
without coming west to the East 
st. light and causing tie-ups. 
Crescent park will be westbound 
one-way from the bridge to Main 


ave. 
Water, East, Liberty, andHickory 
will be stop streets coming onto 
Fifth ave. 
Market st. parking will be limited 
to two hours from Pennsylvania ave. 
to Fourth ave. 
Parking will be eliminated for one 
hundred feet on the north side of 
Water around the bend between East 
and Market, and it will be prohibited 
on the north side of Crescent park 
from th e Hickory st. bridge to 
Oneida. 
All parking of two hours or less will 
be in effect^rom 9 a.m. to 5 p<m. 
on every day except Sundays, holi­ 
days, and Friday. On Friday the 
hours will be 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. An 
exception is the post office area. 
This limitation does not affect the 
3 to 6 a.m. prohibition. 
Parking meters will be installed 
along the north side of Third ave. 
from Market to the post office, and 
from Liberty to Hickory. 
Parallel parking spaces will range 
from 18 to 22 feet, and diagonal park­ 
ing spaces will be ten feet. 
Councilman Merenick suggested 
that the loading zone for trucks on 
Pennsylvania ave. was good if all 
retailers with similar problems 
were 
given equal consideration.. 
These stores have no rear entrance. 
He asked why those with rear en­ 
trances did not use them instead of 
blocking traffic with front entrance 
unloading. 
Councilman Miller asked for ac­ 
tion on the peddling license investi­ 
gation, and Councilman Africa pro­ 
posed one-way traffic on Second 
and Third avenues. 
Burgess Rice said he thought a 
traffic survey by an expert should 


be made to replace the trial and 
error system now in effect. This 
was supported by a letter from the 
Warren borough parking authority. 
Council approved a loan of $75,OOO 
to finance the general fund until 1957 
taxes arrive in the fall. 
It resolved to apply for its share 
of gasoline tax money from the coun­ 
ty commissioners. 
The resignation of Charles Doro- 


tics as a patrolman was accepted 
and action on his replacement was 
deferred until the civil service com­ 
mission acts. 
Councilman Merenick reported 
that the 1957 paving program now 
had part of McPherson st. to com­ 
plete, all of Plum, and the airport 
resurfacing. Plans are being studied 
to control cloudburst water flow on 
hi ll-side streets.

U. S. AND RUSSIA MAY 
BECOME SECOND RATE 
The Americans and the Russians 
may not need a shooting war to re­ 
duce them to secondary powers, or 
to eliminate them as powers to any 
degree. The continued atomic tests 
may do it without a war. It may be 
the first time in history that two 
powers have licked each other by 
preparing for war. 
The Republicans and the Repub­ 
lican press put a dampener on the 
danger of atomic tests during the 
last campaign. For political pur­ 
poses they risked the lives of our 
citizens and the future of our nation 
to win an election. (Conservative 
and powerful elements of the Dem­ 
ocrats who did not warm up to 
Stevenson did nothing to change 
the Washington situation.) 
The Atomic Energy Commission 
supported the President in his cam-

paign oratory to play down the dan­ 
ger, and it will take costly months 
and maybe years to convince faithful 
followers of the popular leader that 
politics got in the way of truth. 
Unfortunately the Atomic Energy 
commission is a little too political 
for truly efficient operation. And it 
lacks one kind of scientist that 
might help us learn facts that will 
reveal the danger to our society. 
There is not a geneticist on the 
commission. These are the scien­ 
tists who make a speciality of the 
area of knowledge affecting future 
life. They recently told our con­ 
gressional atomic energy commit­ 
tee that future generations already 
are seriously endangered by the 
atom bomb tests. About a month 
later we fired the biggest bomb 
ever exploded on this continent, 
and many sm aller ones have been 
tested throughout the summer. 
The geneticists are the only scien­ 
tists qualified to discuss this phase 
of our problem, yet we let politicians 
and military leaders establish our 
policy and tell us half the truth (if 
that much). 
The danger is not all in the future. 
The proportion of bone cancer al­ 
ready is expected to increase due to 
the additional amount of strontium 
in the atmosphere as the result of 
the tests. We are spending billions 
to make and test new weapons that 
will kill while we spend a compar­ 
atively few millions for knowledge 
to save life. And the irony is that 
the billions we spend to kill are 
counteracting some of the good re­ 
sulting from the millions spent to 
save. 
The press, tv, and radio, which 
lean so predominantly GOP, have 
been reluctant to take this on and 
to give it a full blast of truth. The 
effect on those now living is obvious 
to a minor degree and probably to 
an even greater degree in ways un­ 
known. In addition we may be so 
weakening our future generations 
that we will become a nation of 
weaklings 
and 
a 
push-over for 
sm aller powers in other and safer 
hemispheres. 


* * * 
LESS HUSH HUSH 
Meanwhile, the press finally is 
beginning to give a bit of publicity 
to the dangers of cigaret, pipe, and 
cigar smoking. This was forced into 
the open when the results of a re­ 
search project by the American Can­ 
cer Society were given to the Amer­ 
ican Medical Association. 
But the press, radio, and tv have 
not taken up the battle against this 
danger. They talk about highway 
dangers (without attacking the manu­ 
facturers for building power and 
speed into cars and failing to provide 
more safety features), they discuss 
juvenile delinquency (though shrug­ 
ging it off as a parents’ problem), 
and they take on all aspects of var­ 
ious dangers as long as they do not 
have to punch it out with the makers 
of products that provide advertising 
dollars. 
We would think that the increase 
of a killing disease by one-third 
among those who smoke even a half 
pack of cigarets a day (ten cigarets) 


would be sufficient evidence to in­ 
spire the same opposition as we find 
in articles dealing with the use of 
drugs. 
And when the relationship between 
cigarets and heart trouble also is 
proved, why is it that the press, 
radio, and tv do not finally develop 
sufficient gumption to battle this 
menace. There now is a suspicion, 
and no doubt far more than a sus­ 
picion, that coronary trouble is 
seventy per cent greater among 
smokers than non-smokers, and that 
even a half pack a day will increase 
the danger about 29 per centi 
And the effort to retreat behind a 
pipe or cigar has been encouraged in 
the past by press stories that sug­ 
gested these were safe vices. But 
the American Cancer report pulls- 
the rug out from under that one. Lung, 
cancer incidence is 12 per cent 
higher among pipe smokers and 32 
per cent higher among cigar smok- 


CFS * 
Meanwhile, the research teams 


of the tobacco industry that were 
supposed to contradict all this are 
not being heard from for obvious 
reasons and the industry is direct­ 
ing its efforts toward means of re­ 
moving the danger. Filters have not 
done the job, despite wide publicity, 
and some believe the immediate job 
for the industry is to find filters 
that will work. 
But when you don't know what 
the filter is supposed to remove, 
the difficulty is increased many 
fold. When someone finds the an­ 
swer to that one they may have 
taken a major step toward the cure 
of the disease. If the element in to­ 
bacco is a major cause and not 
merely a serious irritant, we may 
have narrowed our field of research 
to a pin-point, 
e e * 


THE FACTS, PLEASE 
And so we come back to the prem­ 
ise that if the press will fully utilize 
its freedom with courageous ex­ 
posures of the facts the dangers of 


war and peace will be reduced rather 
than enhanced for political and mon­ 
etary reasons.

MORE PARKING 
At least two new parking lots 
are shaping up in W arren. 
One 
already has been made ready on 
the “ island", and can be found 
at the foot of Liberty st. Another 
soon will be announced. 
Meanwhile, 
council 
is 
talking 
about making a survey to determine 
the long term plans for traffic con­ 
trol and parking. 
It would be done 
by an authority on the subject. We 
thought the borough paid to have 
this done a few years ago, but we 
never could see where we took the 
advice offered.

GAS VS. COAL 
A fuel study made for the W arren 
jointure put a clinker in the effort 
by some to have coal used to heat 
the new W arren high school. 
The 
comparative 
cost 
c a m e 
out at 
$10,152 for coal and $6,200 for gas. 
This was assuming a requirement 
of 10,000 MCF per year at 57 cents. 
The coal was figured at 465 tons at 
$5.69. 
Major items in addition to 
fuel cost that boosted coal was 
$2,250 for additional capital invest­ 
ment, $1,512 for labor, $1,125 for 
interest on average principal, and 
a few other tidy items, such as $600 
for a breeching-stack and the in­ 
terest thereon, $350 for boiler- 
stoker 
maintenance, and m o r e . 
These are annual costs based on 
the average life of each item in­ 
volved. 
It also listed the many schools 
in the area, numbering about thirty, 
which are using gas, all of which 
were built after 1952. 
Postm aster B. S, Knabenshue in 
a letter to the board expressed 
skepticism concerning the possibil­ 
ity that a stoker would last even 
twenty years and claimed that one 
repair on a stoker, and he never 
heard of one that didn't need fre­ 
quent repairs, would buy a lot of 
gas. 
He also brought out that the extra 
footage used to house coal and its 
equipment either could be eliminated 
or used for better purposes. 
He also mentioned the improved 
health of post office employees since 
gas was installed and the elimination 
of dirt in the neighborhood. 
He 
said that no coal-burning installa­ 
tions remain in Warren except in 
public or semi-public buildings. If 
profit-minded businessmen find it 
advantageous to use gas, it seems 
it must be economically sound. 
* * * 


TEACHER QUALIFICATIONS 
M aster's degrees among Warren 
teachers have increased ten per 
cent since 1953. 
At that time 
twenty-six teachers out of 125 had 
m asters. 
Today there are forty­ 
five holders of the m aster’s degree 
out of 148 teachers. The number

MUST BUILD SEWAGE PLANTS 
Sheffield, Tidioute, Tionesta, and 
Oil City are the communities in 
this area that are among the fifty- 
three in this area which have been 
ordered to have sewage plants op­ 
erating by July I, 1959. 
In the 
case of the sm aller communities 
this may sound a little costly, but 
there are ways of reducing the bill. 
All are guilty of waiting too long, 
even as W arren, which already has 
started action on its plant. W arren 
beat the February I deadline for 
obtaining federal funds to be used 
in 1957 or 1958. 
In the case of 
sm aller communities these funds 
will pay a third of the cost. 
In 
larger towns the limit is $250,000. 
In addition, the state will pay a 
town two per cent of the total cost 
each year to be applied against the 
annual debt payment. Maintenance 
cost in the case of sm aller towns 
is not very great. 
Youngsville 
maintains its plant at a cost of 
sixty per cent of the water bill 
for each home-owner or renter. 
And this produces enough money 
to provide for expansion or re ­ 
placements in the future.

RACIAL PREJUDICE 
REVEALED IN WARREN 
The public was greatly perturbed 
early this week when a Warren 
m inister explained by way of the 
radio that a colored m inister brought 
in for the Jaycee vesper service 
Sunday was refused lodging at 
nearby motel. This paper was asked 
by some to editorialize and to blis­ 
ter the motel operator. 
We do not condone the motel 
owner's actions, but we believe the 
excited people with whom we have 
talked and the many throughout the 
area who are sending dark looks 
in the direction of the sleeping 
house are missing a point. 
This man probably adopted this 
policy not because of his own feel­ 
ings or beliefs. His policy no doubt 
was established by the attitude of 
his potential custom ers. 
The difference between most of 
the 
people in the South and the 
North is that the Southerners make 
no bones about their stand on the 
racial situation. They face it and 
do what we think is wrong about it. 
But they do draw the line and admit 
it. 
Up here we pretend a great dislike 
for the Southern method and we call 
them narrow. Yet a m ajor share 
of your northern people are calling 
negroes by some rather uncompli­ 
mentary names and do not care to 
eat, sleep, or associate with them. 
We find much hypocricy in the 
North, and we are finding it right 
here in Warren county. Many of 
those who are looking down their 
noses at the motel operator would 
not care to sleep in such a place if 
it housed negroes. And many of us 
who pretend that we have no racial 
prejudices and attempt to prove it 
by making a show of friendliness 
toward other races by associating 
with them in public places, would 
not have our son or daughter m arry 
or even date with young people of 
some nationalities. 
The motel manager may be wrong, 
but probably his thinking is guided 
by that of too much of the public 
with which he must do business. 
He who is without prejudice; he 
who 
knowing the local situation 
offered his home to this visitor 
in advance; he who has risked his 
job or his business by taking a 
racial stand; let these point the 
first finger. 
Which does not mean that we can 
leave it there. We can not accept 
the reality of this situation and go 
our gloomy way with a shrug. Such 
a 
community 
experience 
should 
serve to awaken us to our limitations 
and to make it clear that most of 
us must learn to practice tolerance

DANGEROUS SEWERS 
The obvious danger to those who 
insist on playing about the river 
where borough sewers empty into 
the waters 
has 
been pointed up 
by a release from the Warren Board 
of Health which has warned p ar­ 
ents that it is dangerous for their 
children and for the borough if they 
are allowed to swim near the sewer 
exits. 
This has been a dangerous 
condition for years but little official 
notice has been given it. 


In fact we have drawn a few

THE ALLEN -SULLIVAN WAR 


At the risk of having my name 
misspelled again on the editorial 
pages of “The Daily News” (one 
of the local papers here In New 
York), I’d Uke to 
venture the tim­ 
orous suggestion 
that Steve Allene 
is, week a f t e r 
week, turning out: 
a fine show with 
very fresh and or­ 
iginal humor. The 
other night, for 
instance, t h e r e 
was a skit with 
Peter Lawford a- 
bout the private 
conversation of a couple of life­ 
guards and a satire on the Mike 
Wallace Show which was very, very 
funny. 
There’s a kind of humor on the 
Allen show — for instance, Allen 
doing commercials 
built around 
famous art masterpieces Uke the 
Mona Lisa ("Girls, are you afraid 
to show your teeth when you smile?’’) 
— which you just don’t find any­ 
where else, especially since the 
demise of Sid Caesar. I recall with 
pleasure a duologue with Wally Cox, 
the two of them playing a couple of 
guys watching an excavation. Well, 
it was a funny, fresh imaginative 
idea. It had bite and perception

about it. 
Meanwhile, the Allen-Ed SulUvan 
feud rolls on and this, I’m afraid 
hasn’t much bite or freshness about 
it or, on Mr. SulUvan’s side, much 
taste. The comments by Sullivan 
about Mr. Allen have been uni- 
versaUy ill-tem pered, unsports- 
manUke, and more than k Uttle 
ridiculous. It does seem odd that a 
newspaperman should have so little 
sense of public relations. 
The other night after doing his 
own show Steve Allen appeared on 
“The Mike Wallace Show” where 
he was promptly queried about the 
Sullivan feud. His answers were the 
very model of propriety, perhaps a 
little too much so. I found myself 
wishing he’d take a poke at Mr, 
Sullivan, who has showed no hesi­ 
tation at taking pokes at him. 
“ Ed is a newspaperman pre­ 
dominantly,” 
said 
Allen at one 
point. Well, now, that is a matter 
of opinion. I notice that most en­ 
tertainers consider Sullivan funda­ 
mentally a 
newspaperman while 
most newspapermen consider him 
fundamentally in show business. 
Each side is accusing the other of 
being guilty of Ed Sullivan. I sug­ 
gest we draw straws. We’ll take 
the blame one week but, by God, 
you actors have got to • assume 
responsibility for Sullivan the fol­ 
lowing week. 
* * * 
Having watched him give a very 
assured and smooth performance on 
his own show an hour earlier, it was 
surprising how nervous and ill at 
ease Allen was on the Wallace show. 
He was very straightforward and 
honest and open in his replies but 
he did look as if he wished he were 
somewhere else. This is the age 
of the candid unrehearsed interview 
and it's odd how badly the actors 
do at It.

Sanitary Authority was formed by 
The Burgess and Town Council of 
the Borough of Warren under the

Authorities Act of 1945. 
WHEREAS, said Authority has 
received a grant offer from the 
United States under provisions of 
the Federal Water Pollution Con­ 
trol Act to assist said Authority in 
the construction of sewage disposal 
works and appurtenances.

NEXT FA L L’S PROGRAM 
We condensed the game seasons 
into a late paragraph last week but 
the decision of the Game Com m is­ 
sion came so late that we were un­ 
able to include it in this column. 
Inasmuch as many hunters like to 
plan their fall well in advance we 
will go into the subject a little more 
extensively. 
We believe most hunters will be 
happy about the decision to allow 
some small game hunting in Octo­ 
ber again. October is a good month 
in which to be in the outdoors. Bet­ 
ter than November which is much 
like March with its raw, cold, wet 
(.lays. 
Squirrels, 
grouse, 
and turkeys 
will become legal game on October 
19. That is a Saturday and provides 
the gunmen two week end dates in 
the field during October. These sea­ 
sons run until November 23. 
The following Saturday, October 
26, you can bang away at pheasants, 
rabbits, and quail. These will be 
legal for a week more in November, 
the 30th. 
The lim its for this October game 


a llo w you to shoot six squirrels a 
day and 24 a season, four rabbits a 
day and twenty a season, four quail 
a day and twelve a season, two pheas­ 
ants and grouse a day and eight a 
season, 
and one turkey for th e 
season. 


Coons, woodchucks, and grackles 
may be shot in any quantity, and for| 
full year, from September I to 
August 31. Red squirrels may not! 
be hunted any time. Shooting the | 
red ones is not allowed from Octo-I 
ber I to 18. 
Snowshoe rabbits, or hares, are 
fair game from December 28 to 
January 4, and you may kill two a| 
day or six a season. 


The bear season will start No­ 
vember 25 and will last until No­ 
vember 30, with the kill limited to 
one per hunting party of three or 
more. 


* 


There will be three deer seasons, 
but you may shoot only one deer. If 
you are an archer you may obtain 
a special license and may hunt from 
October 5 to 12. You can shoot either 
sex. You also must have a hunting 
license. 
The regular buck season will be 
from December 2 to 14. The antler­ 
less deer season will follow on De­ 
cem ber 16, 17, and 18. 
You must buy a special doe li­ 
cense and you can use it only in 
the county where it is purchased 
from the county treasurer for $1.15.

I CROSS-COUNTRY FLIGHT 
You are asked 
to 
check 
f o r 
pigeons who may fail in an attempt 
to establish a record for homing 
flights. Three birds will be released 
in New York the morning of July 16, 
about 5:45. They will fly a reason­ 
ably straight line toward Chicago 
where their owner, Jam es Ruzek, 
expects them to arrive either the day 
they are released or the following 
day. 
They will be bucking headwinds 
and will do about fifty miles an hour 
at anywhere from IOO to 1,000 feet. 
Alerted to report their progress are 
the civil air patrol, ground observer 
corp members, and civilian pilots. 
The distance is about 700 m iles 


which will exceed the record non­ 
stop flight if they do it. The present 
record is 607 m iles from Kearney, 
Neb., to Chicago.
